Obama advisers say 
U.S. lacks solid info 
on terrorist’s location 

Washington 

Osama bin Laden may be slipping 
back and forth from Pakistan to 
Afghanistan. Or the U.S. might not 
have a clue, more than eight years 
after the al- Qaeda leader master- 
minded the terrorist attacks on 
America. 

Given a chance Sunday to 
clear away some of the mystery 
surrounding the whereabouts of 
the world’s most wanted terror- 
ist, Obama administration offi- 
cials seemed to add to it with what 
appeared to be conflicting assess- 
ments. 

President Obama’s national 
security adviser, James Jones, said 
bin Laden, thought to be hiding 
mainly in a rugged area of western 
Pakistan, maybe periodically slip- 
ping back into Afghanistan. 

But Obama’s Pentagon chief, 
Robert Gates, said the U.S. has 
lacked good intelligence on bin 
Laden for a long time — “I think 


it has been years” — and did not 
confirm that he’d slipped into 
Afghanistan. 

The failed hunt for bin Laden 
has been one of the signature frus- 
trations of the global war on ter- 
rorism that then-President George 
W. Bush launched after the Sept. 
11, 2001, attacks. The main expla- 
nation given by both the Bush and 


Obama administrations for not get- 
ting bin Laden is that they simply 
don’t know where he is. 

“If we did, we’d go get him,” 
Gates said. 

Jones, a retired Marine gen- 
eral, stressed the urgency of tar- 
geting bin Laden and spoke of a 
renewed campaign to capture or 
kill him. 


When asked on CNN’s “State 
of the Union” whether the admin- 
istration has reliable intelligence 
on bin Laden’s whereabouts, 
Jones replied, “The best estimate 
is that he is somewhere in North 
Waziristan, sometimes on the Pak- 
istani side of the border, sometimes 
on the Afghan side of the border.”

Obama Makes His Case 



President asks Dems 
to unite as health bill 
enters crucial period 

Washington 

President Obama appealed directly 
to senators’ desire for history-mak- 
ing change and their short-term 
political fears Sunday in urging 
them to unite and overhaul the 
nation’s health care system. 

At the request of Senate Major- 
ity Leader Harry Reid, D-Nev., 
Obama made a trip to the Capi- 
tol during a rare weekend legis- 
lative session to ask rank-and-file 
Democrats to work for compro- 
mise and do it quickly. Vice Pres- 
ident Joe Biden joined Obama for 
the closed-door meeting. 

Greeted by applause, Obama 
spoke for 45 minutes and took 
no questions, according to sever- 
al lawmakers. He highlighted the 
progress he said his administra- 
tion has made on jobs and focused 
on the implications for remaking a 
health care system that represents 
one-sixth of the economy.

NASA's New Space Telescope to Map the Cosmos 


Los Angeles 

NASA’s latest space telescope will 
scan the sky in search of never- 
before-seen asteroids, comets, stars 
and galaxies, with one of its main 
tasks to catalog objects posing a 
danger to Earth. 

The sky-mapping WISE, or 
Wide-Field Infrared Survey Explor- 
er, is scheduled to launch no earlier 
than Friday from Vandenberg Air 
Force Base on the central California 
coast aboard a Delta 2 rocket. 


DISCOVERIES 


Some children become severely obese because they 
lack chunks of DNA, which kicks their hunger into overdrive, 
researchers report. The British researchers checked the DNA of 300 children who'd 
become very overweight and found evidence of several rare DNA deletions. One partic- 
ular deletion, on chromosome 16, apparently causes trouble because it removes a gene 
that the brain needs to respond to the appetite-controlling hormone leptin. (ap) 



NASA’s WISE space telescope is sched- 
uled to launch no earlier than Friday. 


If all goes as planned, WISE 
will orbit about 325 miles above 
the Earth and produce the most 
detailed map yet of the cosmos. 

The mission is expected to find 
millions of hard-to-see objects, 
said principal investigator Edward 
Wright of the University of Califor- 
nia, Los Angeles. “It’s really a mis- 
sion to survey everything that’s out 
there,” Wright said.

Retailers see surge 
in applications from 
laid-off professionals 

Employment 

Mara Proctor used to design lime- 
stone hearths and columns for lux- 
ury homes near Kansas City, Mo., 
drawing on her college education 
and six years of training. 

These days, she’s leading cus- 
tomers around a store that sells 
sculptured snowmen. 

It isn’t by choice. Until a few 
weeks ago, Proctor was among the 
record 5.9 million Americans who 
have been jobless for at least six 
months. Now she belongs to a sub- 
set of that group: Out-of-work pro- 
fessionals and managers, engineers 
and teachers who have turned, in 
desperation, to holiday-season jobs 
as sales clerks. 

Retailers report a surge in appli- 
cations this year from profession-

als who had never applied for such 
jobs before. 

“You’ll find Wall Street stock 
brokers and small business own- 
ers trying to find temporary retail 
jobs during the holidays,” said Ellen 
Davis, vice president of the Nation- 
al Retail Federation. 

The pay is low, the jobs tempo- 


rary. And the work is hardly equal 
to their experience or expertise. Yet 
the nation’s unemployment crisis 
left these people jobless so much 
longer than they’d expected that 
many count themselves fortunate 
to have anything. 

In a bleak labor market, hol- 
iday-season hiring has meant at 
least a respite for many long-term 
unemployed. Not that it’s easy to 
land even these jobs. Most retailers 
have cut back. And overall in the 
economy, six applicants, on aver- 
age, are competing for each open- 
ing — compared with just 1.7 work- 
ers per opening when the recession 
began in December 2007. 

For the stores, though, the avail- 
ability of clerks with experience 
managing or working effectively 
with co-workers is a luxury. 

“It enables us to be somewhat 
more selective and hire a higher- 
caliber” clerk, said Glenn Album, 
vice president of human resourc- 
es at Toys R Us. (ap)

Polls: Morales Wins Vote 

President Evo Morales appeared headed 
to easy re-election Sunday, with a nnan- 
date for further revolutionary change on 
behalf of Bolivia’s long-suppressed indig- 
enous nnajority. Exit polls by two polling 
firnnssaid Bolivia’s first indigenous leader 
won at least 62 percent of the vote, with

Iran Freezes Web on Eve of Rally 


Internet restrictions 
come before planned 
opposition protests 

Tehran, Iran 

Government opponents shouted 
“Allahu Akbar” and “Death to the 
dictator” from Tehran’s rooftops in 
the pouring rain on the eve of stu- 
dent demonstrations planned for 
Monday. Authorities choked off 
Internet access and warned jour- 
nalists working for foreign media 
to stick to their offices for the next 
three days. 

The measures were aimed at 
depriving the opposition of its key 


means of mobilizing the masses as 
Iran’s clerical rulers keep a tight 
lid on dissent. Government oppo- 
nents are seeking, nonetheless, to 
get large numbers of demonstrators 
to turn out and show their move- 
ment still has momentum. 

Opposition leader Mir Hossein 
Mousavi threw his support behind 
the student demonstrations and 
declared that his movement was 
still alive. A statement posted on 
his Web site said the clerical estab- 
lishment was losing legitimacy in 
the Iranian people’s minds. 

“A great nation would not stay 
silent when some confiscate its 
vote,” said Mousavi, who claims 
President Mahmoud Ahmadine-

Iraq Clears Way 
For Jan. Vote 

Baghdad, Iraq 

Iraqi lawmakers approved plans 
Sunday to hold parliament elec- 
tions early next year that are seen 
as an important step toward polit- 
ical reconciliation and easing the 
withdrawal of U.S. troops. 

The vote — during an emergen- 
cy session convened just before a 
midnight deadline — followed mar- 
athon talks by political leaders to 
break an impasse over balloting 
provisions that would satisfy the 
nation’s rival groups. 

“I would like to congratulate the 
Iraqi people for this historical vic- 
tory,” said Vice President Tariq al- 
Hashemi, who had held up the elec- 
tions for weeks with a veto. 

A failure to pass new elections 
rules on Sunday would have forced 
Iraq to revert to those used in its 
last parliament election in 2005 
and likely throw the political pro- 
cess into a tailspin. (ap)

Bimyar, India 

He left home on a rainy Wednes- 
day morning, walking through the 
gate of his solid middle-class house 
and into the narrow streets of Sri- 
nagar, Kashmir’s largest city. He 
needed to pick up some medicine 
for his elderly father. 

It was 1996. Ali Mohammad Mir 
was 40 years old, a gentle-spoken 
building contractor and a father 
of three. In a lush Himalayan val- 
ley savaged by cycles of guerril- 
la attacks and government crack- 
downs, he was utterly apolitical. 
His family never saw him again. 


This mountain village about 60 
miles away is where Mir may have 
ended up, surrounded by the graves 
of hundreds of other unidentified 
men.

the bodies buried in a cow pasture 
in the village of Kichama. 

“He is out there somewhere,” 
said Mir’s son, Zahoor Ahmad Mir.

Dozens of these anonymous 
burial fields have been identified 
by human rights workers over the 
past 18 months, graveyards where 
Indian security forces dumped near- 
ly 2,400 nameless corpses.

Four people were ordered to remain 
in jail on Sunday pending an inves- 
tigation into a nightclub fire that 
killed at least 112 people in Rus- 
sia’s worst blaze in decades, inves- 
tigators said. 

About 130 remained hospital- 
ized, many in critical condition, 
with injuries from the early Sat- 
urday blaze, which witnesses said 
was sparked by onstage fireworks 
that shot into the decorative twig 
ceiling of the Lame Horse club in

the Ural Mountains industrial city 
of Perm. Shocked and grieving rel- 
atives on Sunday began to bury the 


victims of the disaster. 

The federal Investigative Com- 
mittee said the suspects — the 
club’s owner, the executive director, 
the artistic director and a business- 
man hired to install pyrotechnics 
on the night of the blaze — were 
ordered taken into custody Sunday 
by Leninsky District Court. 

The commitee’s Web site said 
they were suspected of negligence 
causing multiple deaths and violat- 
ing fire safety rules causing mul- 
tiple deaths. 

Mourning residents were indig- 
nant over the alleged negligence, 
which President Dmitry Medve- 
dev also criticized in a nationally 
televised videoconference on Sat- 
urday.

Climate for Change? 

Summit is a crucial chance to break stalemate on global warming 


Copenhagen, Denmark 

For 20 years, as this crowded plan- 
et grew warmer, nations have gath- 
ered annually to try to do some- 
thing about it. History now brings 
them to this chilly northern capi- 
tal and to a crossroads. 

The world looks to Copenha- 
gen “to witness what I believe will 
be an historic turning point in the 
fight against climate change,” 
says Yvo de Boer, United Nations 
organizer of the two weeks of talks 
opening Monday. 

It may witness, instead, history 
put on hold. The change in U.S. 
administrations a year ago had 
aroused hopes the long-running 
climate talks might finally produce 
an all-encompassing package in 
2009 to combat global warming 


and help its victims. 

Too little time and too little 
agreement, however, especially 
between rich and poor countries, 
mean the 192-nation Copenhagen 
conference is likely to produce, 
at best, a framework — a basis 
for continuing talks and sign- 
ing internationally binding final 
agreements next year. 

Two key building blocks for 
that framework may take shape 
here: setting targets for control- 
ling emissions of carbon dioxide 
and other global-warming gases, 
including by the leading contribu- 
tors, China and the United States; 
and agreeing on how much rich 
countries should pay for poor 
nations’ clean energy technol- 
ogy and for seawalls, irrigation 
and other projects to counter a 


changing climate. 

Underlining Copenhagen’s 
importance, at least 100 national 
leaders, led by President Obama, 
will converge on the Danish capi- 
tal to offer high-level backing to 
the talks. 

Slow progress has marked 
climate talks since the 1992 Rio 
treaty that called for voluntary 
controls on greenhouse gases. 
And while diplomatic efforts have 
inched along, climate change 
hasn’t waited. 

The rise in global tempera- 
tures, expansion of oceans from 
melting glaciers, and a surge of 
29 percent in carbon dioxide in 
emissions since 2000 have sci- 
entists fearing that the world will 
fall deeper into a time of climate 
disruption, unusual droughts and 


powerful storms, species die-offs, 
spreading tropical diseases, coastal 
flooding and other, unpredictable 
consequences. 

An analysis by European 
research organizations found 
the industrialized nations’ tar- 
gets together amount to only 8 
to 12 percent below 1990 levels, 
far short of what scientists urge. 
De Boer hopes the Americans and 
others will up the ante once the 
talks start. 

“The first thing I hope for is a 
good conversation among indus- 
trialized countries about how 
they can increase their level of 
ambitions if they are sure others 
are pulling their weight as well,” 
the Dutch diplomat told report- 
ers last week.

Burning Questions 

1 Why is this meeting 
happening? 

Since reaching an agreement in 
Brazil in 1992, delegations from 
192 nations have met each year 
to discuss thefight againstglob- 
al warming. The most impor- 
tant previous meeting occurred 
in Kyoto, Japan, in 1997, when 
a treaty ordered cuts in carbon 
dioxide and otherglobal warm- 
ing gases from 37 industrialized 
nations. The U.S. never ratified 
that pact. 

2 What is expected to 
be accomplished? 

Copenhagen is expected, at best, 
to reach political agreements 
on key elements in the debate, 
likely advancing talks into next 
year. The hope is a binding trea- 
ty could be signed then. Industri- 
alized nations, including the U.S., 
are expected to cut emissions 
between 2012 and 2020. Devel- 
oping nations also are expect- 
ed to rein in the use of fossil fuels 
and slow the growth in their 
emissions. 

3 What would a pact do to 
stop global warming? 

Probably not much. Experts 
say the emissions reductions 
pledged in recent days would 
fall far short of what’s needed to 
keep temperatures from rising 
to dangerous levels.

The offer could tempt anyone buy- 
ing holiday gifts: Open a store cred- 
it card and save 20 percent on your 
purchase. 

The smiling sales clerk makes 
it sound like a no-brainer and 
explains there are absolutely no 
fees. What won’t be so eagerly vol- 
unteered is the high interest rate, 
or the impact applying can have 
on your credit score. 

There are times when it makes 
sense to open a store card. Just be 
sure you know the pitfalls. 

The Risks 

The first sign you should say no, 
thanks: You’re weighing the deci- 
sion at the counter or after stum- 
bling across an offer online to 
“Apply Now!” Opening any line of 
credit comes with repercussions, 
and it’s not a decision you should 
make on a whim. 

One factor to take into account 
is whether you’re prone to carrying 
a balance. Store credit cards often 
come with high interest rates, so 


any discount you get up front could 
quickly be erased if you let the pay- 
ments lag. 

The Credit Score Impact 

Applications for new credit can 
lower your credit score. This is 
especially true if you open several 
cards in a short span of time. 

It should be noted that a store 
card may not impact your cred- 
it score as much as a bank card. 
This is partly because store cards 
are more limited in where and how 
they can be used. 

The exact impact of a store 
card also depends on your his- 


tory. Those who are just starting 
out, for instance, would be more 
affected by opening a card than 
those with more established cred- 
it profiles.

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The Washington Redskins have 
found many ways to lose this sea- 
son.

Despite leading by as many as 
10 points in the fourth quarter, the 
Redskins lost to the New Orleans 
Saints 33-30 in overtime Sunday 
at FedEx Field. The Redskins have 
now lost their past three games

No figure in American film has 
had quite the third act of Clint 
Eastwood.

No matter the setting, Hakon 
Kornstad is a master of mood. 
The Norwegian saxophonist first 
garnered praise a decade ago 
for his electronica-steeped jazz 
band Wibutee, and subsequently 
for a string of trio, duo and solo 
recordings that have displayed his 
immense skills in musical envi- 
ronments that have ranged from 
all-out skronk to the most melo- 
dious ambient.
